Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1961,  combined  with  that  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  in  1961,  but  it  must  be  gratefully  noted 
that  the  offices  took  on  a new  look  and  were  extended  during  the  year. 
This  has  really  been  long  overdue,  but  now  that  it  has  been  accom- 
plished it  IS  conducive  to  greater  efficiency  and  certainly  renders 
working  conditions  for  the  staff  a great  deal  more  comfortable. 

The  following  comparative  statistics  are  presented  for  the 
information  of  the  Council  — 

Births 

The  births  numbered  565  during  the  year  which  is  an  increase 
of  53  compared  with  1960. 

The  birth  rate  is  20. 1 being  an  increase  of  2.3  on  the  previous 
year.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  17.4. 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  21.2  per  1,000  births  as  against 
25.4  last  year  and  21.4  for  England  and  Wales, 

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  twelve  deaths  under  1 year,  9 
occured  in  the  first  month  of  life. 

During  1961  there  were  five  deaths  from  Congenital  Malfor- 
mations. 

Of  the  nine  infant  deaths  occurring  during  the  first  month  of 
life  eight  were  within  the  first  week,  and  two  of  these  due  to  prematurity. 
Th  IS  perinatal  mortality  and  in  particular  the  possible  causes  of  prema- 
turity are  having  considerable  attention  devoted  to  them  in  obstetric 
circles.  Two  infant  deaths  under  one  year  old  were  due  to  pneumonia 
or  bronchitis.  How  far  these  might  have  been  prevented  it  is  virtually 
impossible  to  assess. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  as  a result  of  confinement  during 
the  year. 

Heart  and  Allied  Diseases 

There  were  129  deaths,  which  was  an  increase  of  32  compared 
with  1960. 

Deaths  from  Cancer. 

The  death  rate  per  1 ,000  population  in  1961  was  2.06  the 
average  for  the  five  years  1934^38  was  1.36, 
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The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  during  1961  (55) 
was  an  increase  of  1 compared  with  1960. 

The  death  rate  from  malignant  growths  shows  a small  increase 
for  the  year  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  per  1,000  of  the 
population  shows  a definite  upward  trend  when  compared  with  a five 
year  average  m the  nineteen  thirties. 

On  page  fourteen  it  can  be  seen  that  of  a total  of  55  such  deaths 
in  the  year  12  were  due  to  cancer  m the  lungs.  This  is  by  far  the  largest 
number  assigned  to  any  particular  site  in  the  body  and  is  m line  with 
the  general  trend  to  which  attention  is  being  drawn  nationally. 

We  cannot  afford  to  regard  lightly  the  information  based  on 
much  wider  statistics  than  our  local  ones  that  heavy  cigarette 
smokers  are  thirty  times  more  likely  than  others  to  die  from 
lung  cancer. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  town  has  been  low. 

Diphtheria. 

It  is  again  noteworthy  that  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
during  the  period  under  review,  this  is  the  tenth  consecutive  year 
m which  no  cases  of  this  disease  have  occured. 

Poliomyelitis, 

During  the  year  there  were  no  cases 
Tuberculosis 

There  were  1 1 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared  with 
26  last  year,  and  one  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared 
with  one  the  previous  year. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  number  of  known  cases  of  dysentery  was  83  compared  with 
5 last  year.  Care  must  continue  to  be  exercised  m food  handling, 
particularly  m the  home. 

The  large  increase  in  dysentery  cases  m 1961  was  chiefly  m two 
outbreaks,  one  based  in  the  Day  Nursery  and  the  other  involving  a 
hospital  ward.  Other  people  m the  homes  of  the  Nursery  children  be- 
came infected  and  in  the  case  of  the  hospital  there  were  non-resident 
members  of  the  staff  livmg-in  their  own  homes. 

The  cases  were  not  widespread. 

Road  Accidents. 

It  is  regrettable  to  have  to  report  that  there  were  two  deaths 
during  the  year  from  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

The  review  of  housing  in  the  Borough  has  been  taken  up  again 
and  1961  should  see  a further  report  to  the  Committee. 

I would  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  McCulloch  and  the 
other  members  of  the  health  Inspectorate  for  much  work  cheerfully  and 
efficiently  carried  out.  To  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Department  for  most 
valuable  support ; and  not  least  to  my  Deputy  Medical  Officer.

Hospitals 

Fleetwood  hospital,  contains  28  beds  and  four  cots,  for  cases  of 
general  sickness  and  accidents,  but  being  administered  by  the  Blackpool 
and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee  patients  can  be  and  are 
sent  or  transferred  to  any  suitable  Hospital  within  the  district. 

For  infectious  diseases  there  is  the  Devonshire  Road  Hospital, 
B1  ackpool. 

Milton  Lodge  Maternity  Home,  of  1 1 beds  is  fully  occupied  and 
provides  an  important  Service. 

Rossall  Hospital  with  130  beds  and  Wesham  Park  Hospital  with 
276  beds,  are  available  for  the  chronic  sick  of  all  ages,  and  there  are 
also  44  psychiatric  beds  available  at  Wesham  Park  Hospital. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

For  both  infectious  and  non-mfectious  cases  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  keep  available  within  the  district  two  motor  ambulances 
and  one  car  for  sitting  cases.

Population 

The  resident  population  of  Fleetwood  to  June  1961  , is  estimated 
to  be  28,130,  a decrease  of  605  over  the  1951  Census  figures.  The 
increase  during  the  year  of  births  over  deaths  was  212. 


Births 

Boys— 285.  Girls— 280.  Total— 565. 

The  number  of  births  registered  m the  district  was  467,  in 
addition  to  these,  98  belonging  to  the  district  but  registered  elsewhere 
have  been  added,  making  a total  of  565. 

This  gives  a birth-rate  of  20.1  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
compared  with  17.8  for  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1961  was  17-4

Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  tenth  consecutive  year  there 
were  no  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  within  the  Borough. 

There  were  no  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified. 


Dysentery 

There  were  83  cases  in  the  year. 


Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  1 1 pulmonary  and  1 other 
tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  7,  and 
from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  ml,  a total  of  7 (5  male  and  2 fe- 
male) giving  a death-rate  of  0*25  per  1,000. 

Those  from  lung  tubercle  give  a death-rate  of  0*25  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  sanatorium  treatment  during  the 
year  was  17. 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  is  satisfactory.

Visits  to  the  number  of  221  were  made  to  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year,  10  school  notices  and  certificates  were  issued. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  as  m previous  years  by  spraying 
and  fumigating  the  infected  rooms  with  formalin  and  treating  infected 
bedding  and  clothing  by  vapour  gas  at  the  Town’s  Depot.  The  vapour 
gas  disinfector  is  also  available  for  treating  infected  or  verminous 
clothes,  beds,  etc.,  from  the  ships  whilst  m the  docks. 

During  the  year,  180  rooms  and  301  articles  were  disinfected 
191  articles  were  destroyed.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Health  and  Cleansing  Department  during  the  year  1961. 

There  were  three  new  Acts  introduced  during  the  year,  The 
Public  Health  Act,  1961,  The  Housing  Act,  1961,  and  The  Factories 
Act,  1961.  The  Public  Health  Act,  1961  enlarges  some  of  the  existing 
powers  given  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  also  gives  new 
summary  power  to  deal  with  defective  drams,  powers  in  connection 
with  building  regulations,  sewers,  buildings  and  structures  which  are 
dangerous  and  dilapidated  and  for  the  first  time  power  to  reduce 
numbers  of  pigeons  and  other  birds  m built-up  areas.  The  Housing 
Act,  1961  introduces  new  measures  for  dealing  with  Houses  m multiple 
occupation  and  gives  the  Minister  power  to  make  Regulations 
prescribing  a management  code.  The  Factories  Act,  1961  is  principally 
an  Act  to  consolidate  The  Factories  Act,  1937  to  1959. 

There  were  no  changes  of  staff  during  the  year  and  as  a result  the 
department  ran  smoothly.  1 would  like  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  team  spirit  shown  and  for  the  loyal  and  willing 
co-operation  of  the  staff. 

During  the  summer  the  new  caravan  site  at  Broadwaters  was 
partially  opened.  When  completed,  this  site,  like  others  m the  Borough, 
will  comply  with  the  recommended  Model  Standards.  It  will  have  a 
total  of  409  caravans  during  the  holiday  season,  an  approximate  increase 
m the  population  of  Fleetwood  of  1,200. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  for  their  interest 
and  support  in  the  work  undertaken  throughout  the  year.

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Disinfestation 


From  January,  1961,  the  service  whereby  the  furniture  and  effects 
of  all  tenants  moving  into  Corporation  houses  throughout  the  year  were 
transported  and  fumigated  by  H.C.N.  gas  by  the  Health  Department 
was  discontinued.  The  very  sm  all  incidence  of  infestation  made  the 
service  unnecessary.  In  place  of  this  service  a routine  inspection  af  all 
new  Council  tenants  effects  was  made  and  where  necessary  disinfesta- 
tion by  spraying  with  insecticide  carried  out.

Thed  isinfestation  service  provided  by  the  Department  undertakes 
the  destruction  of  insect  pests  of  all  types.  The  methods  used  are 
spraying  with  liquid  or  powder  insecticides  and  fumigation  by  formal- 
dehyde gas.  Where  possible  infested  bedding  and  furniture  is  brought 
to  the  Health  Department  yard  and  treated  in  the  formaldehyde  gas 
disinfector.  The  service  includes  treatments  for  moths  m carpets  and 
furniture.  A charge  is  made  to  cover  the  cost.

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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 


One  full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Department. 
Thi  s man  has  attended  a course  of  practical  instruction  held  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  Department  van 
driver  and  one  of  the  men  employed  on  the  refuse  tip  have  also  attended 
the  Ministry  course  and,  when  necessary,  can  be  employed  in  rodent 
control  work. 


Although  the  numbers  of  rodent  infestations  have  been  greatly  re- 
duced in  recent  years  due  both  to  the  amount  of  concentrated  effort 
throughout  the  country  during  and  since  the  last  World  War,  and  to  the 
improvement  in  methods  of  treatment,  the  work  of  the  eradication  of 
rats  and  mice  must  still  be  regarded  as  being  of  major  importance  as 
much  damage  to  foodstuffs  and  property,  as  well  as  the  possible  spread 
of  disease,  is  prevented.

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained  throughout  the 
Borough.  Housewives  can  depend  on  their  dustbin  being  emptied  at 
approximately  the  same  time  on  the  same  day  each  week  with  the 
exception  of  Bank  Holiday  weeks.  Fiequent  and  regular  removal  of 
house  refuse  is  not  merely  convenient,  it  is  essential  both  for  the 
prevention  of  nuisance  and  m the  interests  of  health. 

Trade  Refuse 

Collections  of  trade  refuse  are  made  by  arrangement  and  the 
frequency  of  the  collection  is  as  often  as  necessary.

Refuse  IS  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,  this  is  the  cheapest 
method  available  and  Fleetwood  is  fortunate  in  having  tipping  space 
for  many  years  to  come.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  down  nuisance 
from  the  tip,  daily  treatment  with  insecticide  powder  and  regular  treat- 
ments against  rats  are  made. 

Street  Cleansiii.g 

The  method  of  street  sweeping  employed  is  hand  sweeping  m 
conjunction  with  pedestrian  controlled  electric  street  orderly  trucks. 
There  are  three  men  to  each  truck. 

During  the  year,  the  number  of  litter  bins  available  for  use  by  the 
public  was  increased  from  139  to  250.  New  concrete  litter  bins  of 
large  capacity  were  sited  at  strategic  places  on  the  promenade  and  all 
lamp  post  litter  bins  were  painted  a standard  bright  yellow  to  make 
them  conspicuous.  No  doubt  litter  campaigns  have  had  some  effect  on 
the  “litter  louts  but  m this  country  litter  still  remains  a problem.  It 
IS  to  be  hoped  that  future  generations,  perhaps  by  education  in  the 
schools  and  by  being  subjected  to  continuous  anti-htter  propaganda 
through  such  mediums  as  television  etc.,  will  learn  to  appreciate  that 
a little  thought  and  care  will  prevent  the  gross  disfiguration  of  our 
countryside  by  litter-  It  would  appear  that  in  this  respect  many  of  the 
present  day  adults  are  a lost  cause  and  will  never  learn. 

Gully  Emptying 

Street  gullies  are  cleaned  by  a vacuum  gully  emptier.  The  number 
of  Street  gullies  cleaned  was  9,978. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  following  public  conveniences  were  cleaned  each  day 
including  Sunday  by  the  Cleansing  Department.

During  the  summer  months  there  was  a full  time  attendant  in  both 
men’s  and  women’s  conveniences  at  Bold  Street. 

Staff 

The  men  employed  in  the  Cleansing  Department  continued  to 
work  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  In  February,  1961,  the  five-day 
working  week  was  put  into  operation,  the  men  engaged  on  refuse  col- 
lection and  disposal  working  Monday  to  Friday  and  street  sweepers 
having  alternate  Wednesday  afternoons  and  Saturday  mornings  off. 
This  change  in  routine  presented  various  problems  but  these  were  over- 
come largely  due  to  the  spirit  of  Vv^iliing  co-operation  shown  by  the  men.

Treatment  Clinic,  Blackpool;  and  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Preston,  at 
special  sessions.

Disease  on  Ships 

No  case  of  notifiable  or  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  vessel 
entering  the  port  during  the  year. 

Section  X. — Malaria  in  Ships 

No  cases  of  malaria  occurred  on  any  ship  entering  the  port  during 
the  year.

All  of  the  shell-fish  beds  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority  are  liable  to  pollution.  Notices  are  exhibited 
prohibiting  the  taking  of  shellfish  from  these  beds  for  human 
consumption.  A local  order  was  made  m 1939,  closing  all  shell  fish 
beds,  within  the  port  health  area.  Samples  of  shellfish  are  taken  at 
regular  intervals  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  nine  such 
samples  taken  during  the  year  showed  sewage  contamination.

The  port  IS  one  of  the  country’s  leading  fishing  ports,  large  quan- 
tities of  fish  are  landed  daily  and  all  fish  is  inspected  after  landing.  The 
Port  Health  Inspector’s  time  is  largely  taken  up  with  this  important 
work.  A good  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  built  up  between  the 
fishing  industry  and  this  department  and,  as  a result,  on  no  occasion 
was  it  necessary  to  make  application  for  a warrant  or  an  order  from  a 
Justice  m order  to  enforce  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.
